THK    ASSOCIATION. 


1.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  Annual  Meet 
be  held  (as  provided  by  said  Act)  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  i"o1,°'^''°""" 
on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  February  in  each  year,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Council. 

•     2.   Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  Special  Meet- 
the  President,  or  shall  be  called  by  him  at  the  written  re-  "'^'*" 
quest  of  ten  or  more  members. 

3.  Due  notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  ^;"li<•<-'   t<.  be 
Secretary  to  each  member  of  the  Association  i)y  circular  J^Vitry.'^^  ^'''^ 
letter  posted  to  his    registered  address   at    least    10  days 

before  any  such  meeting. 

4.  Fifteen  members  shall  form  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  Constitution  ot 
of  the  Association  for  the  transaction  of  business.  quorum. 

THE    COUNCIL. 

5.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Council  by  Duties  oi 
said  Act,  it  shall  have  the  direction  and  management  of  c°"'"^''' 
all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  shall    appoint    the 
several    Standing   Committees  and    name    the    Chairman 

of  each.

6.  There  shall  be  three  regular  meetings  of  the  Council 
in  each  year,  one  to  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  and  one  during  each  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  as  prescribed  by  said  Act. 

7.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or 
<^hairman. 

8.  Due  notice  of  every  such  meeting  shall  be  given  by 
th(;  Secretary  (as  above  provided)  to  each  member  of  the 
Council. 

9.  At  any  meeting  Ol"  the  Council  when  business  relatino- 
to  the  property  or  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Association 
IS  transacted,  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum  ;  for  the 
transaction  of  any  other  business  three  shall  '  form  a 
quorum. 

10.  The  Council  shall  make  a  report  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  which  report  shall  in-, 
elude  the  report  of   the    Secretary   and  also  of  the  Board 
oi  Examiners. 

11.  The  Board  of  Examiners  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
Council  at  the  meeting  held  in  November  in  each  year. 

STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

12.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as  follows  :  each 
shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  5  and  not  more  than  o

■  15.  All  motions  must  be  in  writing,  and  shall  contain  p-ocedure 
tile  names  of  the  mover  and   seconder,  and  must  be  read 
from  the  Chair  before  being  discussed 

16.  Reports  of  Committees    must    be   in    writing  and  Report""* 
signed  by  the  Chairman  thereof.  Committees. 

17.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  Rules oi  speech. 
once,  except  the  introducer  of  the  subject,  who  shall  be 

entitled  to  reply ;  every  member,  however,  shall  have  the 
right  to  explain  himself  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Chair. 

18.  When  a  motion  has  been  finally  put  to  the  meeting 
by  the  Chairman,  all  discussion  thereon  shall  be  closed. 

19.  Any  motion  may  be  re-opened  by  a  majority  vote  of 
those  present. 

20.  The  Chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  appoint  two 
scrutineers  when  a  ballot  is  taken,  as  defined  in  sec.  22 
hereof. 

21.  Every  member  while  speaking  shall  address  the 
Chair. 

22.  All  voting  at  any  General  or  Annual  Meeting  shall 
be  by  standing  vote,  unless  a  ballot  be  demanded' by  at 
least  two  members. 

23.  Parliamentary  rules  to  govern  in  all  cases  not  pro- 
vided for  in  preceding  sections.

26.   In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  him  by  said  Duties  of  secre-

the    Association    and    the     Council    in    separate    books 
conduct     all     correspondence,    announce     all     meetings' 
receive    all    fees    and    subscriptions    and  other   moneys.' 


He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the.  Council,  deposit 
all  moneys  in  such  bank  or  other  financial  institu- 
tion as  it  may  select.  He  shall  pay  no  bills  unless  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Courxil  and  signed  by  the  Chairman.  All 
payments  of  Sio.oo  and  upwards  to  be  made  by  cheque, 
signed  by  the  Secretary  and  countersigned  by  the  President, 
or  ill  his  absence  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council.  He  shall 
submit  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  hint 
under  the  said  Act  and  these  Bydaws  to  the  Council  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  as- 
signed by  the  Council. 

27.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  in  the  usual 
form  to  the  amount  of  $i,ooo,  such  bond  to  be  in  the 
custody  of  the  President,  and  deposited  in  the  bank  where 
the  funds  of  the  Association  are  kept.

28.  Candidates  for  admission  to  apprenticeship  are  to 
be  examined  as  follows,  in  the  subjects  prescribed  in  Rev. 
Stat.  Ont.,  C.  152,  S.  7.;  and  no  candidate  will  be  admitted 
unless  he  obtains  at  least  the  minimum  marks  set  opposite 
each  subject,  and  at  least  a  total  of  350.

30.  If  a  candidate  for  admission  to  practice  obtains  at 
least  the  total  of  goo  marks,  but  fails  to  obtain  the  mini- 
mum marks  in  at  most  two  of  the  subjects,  such  candidate 
may  at  a  subsequent  examination  be  examined  only  in 
the  two  subjects  in  which  he  has  failed, 

31.  The  Council  may  make  from  time  to  time  such 
regulations  as  it  considers  necessary  for  the  proper  carry- 
ing out  of  these  examinations. 

32.  Any  complaint  against  a  member  of  the  Association 
or  against  any  unlicensed  practitioner  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Secretary,  who  shall  immediately  forward  the  same 
to  the  Chairman. 

It  the  matter  complamed  is  ot  a  serious  and  pressing 
nature,  the  Chairman  may  at  his  discretion  call  a  special 
meeting  of  tlie  Council  for  the  purpose  of  'learing  snid  com- 
plaint ;  if  not  so  acted  on,  the  complai/it  shall  be  heard  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council. 

In  the  case  of  a  member  of  the  As.sociation,  the  Coun- 
cil shall  take  action  as  defined  in  the  said  Act. 

In  the  case  of  any  unlicensed  practitioner,  the  Council 
if  satisfied  as  to  the  justice  of  the  charge,  shall  name  a 
prosecutor  and  direct  him  as  to  his  action  in  the  conduct 
of  the  case,  and  shall  allot  sucli  portion  of  the  penalties 
or  authorize  the  payment  of  such  fees  as  it  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

33.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  pass  any  By-law 
whicii  it  deems  expedient  for  the  good  of  the  Association 
and  such  By-law  shall  have  the  same  force  until  the  next 
Annual  Meeting,  as  if  it  had  been  passed  by  the  Associa- 
tion. Such  By-law  must  be  reported  to  the  Association  at 
the  next  Annual  Meeting,  and  action  taken  tliereon. 
All  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  notified  by  tlie 
Secretary  of  the  passing  of  such  By-law  by  the  Council,

8.  Candidates  arc  to  present  themselves  punctually  at  the  hours 
appointed  for  the  commencement  of  the  examinations,  and  no  candi- 
dates will  be  allowed  to  enter  the  examination  room  later  than  fifteen 
minutes  after  that  time,  nor  will  any  candidate  be  permi'  -d  to  leave 
the  room  during  a  sitting,  but  so  soon  as  he  has  finished  his  ;)apers  he 
may  hand  thejn  to  the  examiner,  after  which  he  will  not  be  allowed  to 
re-enter  until  the  next  sitting. 

.       g.  A  candidate  rejected  by  the  Ijoard  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a 
new  examination  before  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

10.  Each  candidate  for  "  Admission  to  Practice  "  shall  brinff  with 
him  an  instrument  suitable  for  taking  the  necessary  observations  re- 
quire, in  sec.  (8),  By-law  29,  which  he  shall  submit  to  the  Board  for 
their  examination  and  approval,  and  he  shall  also  submit  a  plan  and 
held  notes  of  a  survey,  all  made  by  himself,  which  will  be  filed  <vith 
his  papers. 

11.  Each  candidate  for  admission  to  apprenticeship  shall  bring 
with  him  a  ruling  pen  and  scale.
